Sir Ronald forgeLa, or perhaps has not 
heard, that we have opened our doors — be- 
latedly and Inndequately perhaps, but tit 
least to the extent or one "free port" of hav- 
en. He (orgeta or perhaps does not believe 
that the Jews have a clnlm In Piilnstlne cen- 
turies older than "ownership" or manda- 
tories. 

We should like to recommentl to Sir Ronald 
B. recent book on Palestine by Dr. Walter C. 
Lowdcrmllls, who Is not n v'^ilUlclnn bMl i\n 
Amcrlcnn agricultural expert. Dr. Lowder- 
mllk tells how the Jews In Palestine, by con- 
servation and Irrigation, have made lar^e 
desert areas of this "densely populated" 
country fertile and productive. 

He also tells a pathetic story of a shipload 
of Jews who had fled the nazis In Czccho- 
Blovftkln, and who were allowed to dock In 
Palestine only because their ship was vermln- 
Infestod. Tlie passengers were doctor.-;, law- 
yers, scientists, educators, .soldiers. All were 
sick with scurvy. Some had died, packed In 
ahelf-Ilke wooden bunk.i In the hull of their 
old tramp steamer, stifled by weeks at sen 
under the brolUnR Mediterranean summer 
sun. Many more, perhaps all, would die. 

For they couldn't stay, llie nazls had ulvcn 
them no visas. They couldn't land In Brlt- 
Ish-manrialed Palestine— or anywhere else - - 
without Itiem. So they went back to son.

"She took It like the good soldier she Is." 
her friends said of Mrs. Clare Hustcr McNnlr. 

Mrs. McNalr knew how to be a good soldier. 
She had a good soldier for a husband. Lieut. 
Gen. Lesley McNalr, commander of the army 
ground lorces. She had one lor a son. Col. 
Douglas McNalr. Qcneral McNalr wa.-; killed 
In action In Normandy. Two weeks later Colo- 
nel McNalr, her only child, died In action on 
Guam. 

Other women have been good soldiers in 
this war. loo, though we hope that few have 
had to sustain the loss ol their whole family 
with such tragic swiftness. And It Is not to 
discount the heaviness ot any other woman' 
loss to say that the country surely feels 
particular sympathy for Mrs. McNalr. 

Generals are supposed to die In bed. But 
Lesley McNalr was not that kind. He had done 
an Invaluable job. The responsibility of mak- 
Ing-lhe American 0, 1. Joe the kind ot soldlc] 
he Is today was General McNalr's, and he met 
It. But that was not enough, Generar McNalr 
wanted action. He was wounded In Tunisia, 
and went back for more. He was the hlEhc.^1. 
ranking' American "officer ever io be killed 
In a front-line area of fighting. It Is not sur- 
prising that when his son. too, lost his life, it 
happened "up front," 

Mrs. McNalr's friends say she was most 
touched, out of all the many letters of sympa- 
thy she received, by one from a private whom 
she had never met. This Is understandable. 
For death, which had struck down the gen- 
eral with the common soldier, had made the 
general's wife one with the mothers of thou- 
, sands of those soldiers In a common Brief. 
The private knew that. He knew that the Kcn- 
eral's wife and the colonel's mother feel-s as 
his own mother might, or the mother of his 
- buddy. 

Death has never been more truly the great 
■ levder than ti\ this war. It l&kes not only the 
buck private and the three-star general, but 
the civilian in his home and on the street. 
.No one Is Immune to grief. And death Is close 
in London as well as on the battle-front. 

It is a war of unprecedented, repeated trag- 
edy. It has shown the world' unbelievable 
cruelly and unsuspected bravery— so much of 
both that II the world will but remember. It 
can never be shown again.
